W ASH INGTO N, Jan. 11.— The bat­ 
tle of the nation’s women for full suf­ 
frage swung into the Senate today. 
Fresh from a complete victory in the 
House last night, where the suffrage 
amendment to the constitution won by 
a vote of 274 to 136, leaders today were 
demanding immediate action in the 
upper branch. 
With President Wilson's influence, 
the psychological effect of the house 
victory and the growing strength of 
the movement throughout tile colin-- 
try, suffragists predict 
a 
close, but 
winning vote in the Senate. They ad­ 
mit, however, the certainty of a hard 
light. 
A poll of the Senate recently 
showed suffrage lacked eleven votes 
to get the necessary two-thirds. March 
14, 1914—the last time a vote was 
actually taken on the amendment—it 
was beaten 35 to 34, with twenty-six 
senators not voting. 
A War Measure 
But war has come upon the United 
States since 1914 and with it many 
changes. 
The appeal of the women 
tor suffrage as a war measure and as 
a reward for working side 
by 
side 
with the men in the struggle Is having 
its effect. 
It has been sponsored by 
President Wilson and members of his 
cabinet. 
‘ Not for a minute would we concede 
that this Congress would I. g behind 
the parliaments of Europe in making 
democratic history.” Mrs. Carrie Chap­ 
man 
Catt, president of the National 
American Woman Suffrage 
Associa­ 
tion, said today. 
“It is with supreme 
confidence, therefore, tiiat 
we 
now 
turn to the Senate and expect passage 
of the amendment by that body within 
a very short time." 
The House resolution was reported 
in the Senate today and a Senate suf­ 
frage resolution is now on the calen­ 
dar.

One hundred and sixty-five Repub­ 
licans voted for the amendment and 
104 Democrats.

Muni­ 
tions trains continue to roll to 
the west and Germany is making 
aeroplanes, submarines and shells 
at a rate hitherto unequalled. Two 
or three million prisoners are all 
making munitions in one form or 
another.

the additional advantage that they steadily increase in value front the 
date of purchase until the date of m aturity, and this increase is guaran­ 
teed by the government. 
These stam ps are issued in two denominations, 
the 25-cent stam p and the |5 stamp. 
For the convenience of investors a "T hrift Card" is furnished to all 
purchasers of 25-cent stam ps 
This card has spaces for 16 stam ps. When 
all the spaces have been filled the Thrift Card may be exchanged for a 
$5 stam p at postoffice, bank^ or other authorized agencies by adding 12 
t ents in cash prior to February I, 1918, and I cent additional eath month 
thereafter. 
Those who prefer may buy a $5 stam p outright. 
These will be on 
sale from December 3, 1917. until Jan uary 31, 1918. for $4.12. 
They auto­ 
matically increase in value a cent a month every month thereafter until 
January I. 1923. when the United States will pay $5 at any postoffice or 
at the treasury in W ashington tor each stam p affixed to a W ar-Savings 
Certificate. 
When you purchase a $5 stamp, you m utt attach it to an engraved 
folder known as a “ W ar-Savings Certificate” which bears the name of 
the purchaser and can be cashed only by the person whose name appears 
upon the certificate, except in l ase of death or disability. This certificate 
contains 20 spaces. 
If these are all filled with W ar-Savings Stam ps be­ 
fore January 31. 1918, the cost to the purchaser will be $82.40. and on 
January I. 1912, th? government will pay the owner of the certificate $100 
a net profit to the holder of $17.60. This is based on gn interest rate of 
4 per cent compounded quarterly from January 2. 1918. 
The amount of
